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ANNUAL  REPORT,  1942. 


The  Committee  of  Management  present  to  the 
Governors  of  the  Hospital  the  report  of  the  work  done 
during  the  year  ended  the  31st  December,  1942. 

The  number  of  In-Patients  treated  during  the 
year  was  2,364,  an  increase  of  51  compared  with  1941. 
Out-Patients  treated  in  their  own  homes  numbered  270, 
a  decrease  of  11  on  the  figures  for  the  previous  year. 

The  total  attendances  at  the  Pre-Maternity  Clinic 
were  6,187,  an  increase  of  1,093  and  the  total  attendances 
at  the  Post  Natal  Clinic  numbered  725. 

1,564  babies  were  born  during  the  year,  an  increase 
of  111  over  the  number  for  1941. 

The  Total  Ordinary  Income  for  the  year  amounted  to 
£12,786  :  15  :  9,  an  increase  of  £1,891  :  10  :  7  and  the  Total 
Ordinary  Expenditure  was  £13,277  :  0  :  6,  an  increase  of 
£934  :  17  :  8  compared  with  the  figures  for  1941. 

The  excess  of  Ordinary  Expenditure  over  Ordinary 

Income  amounted  to  £490  :  4  :  9.  War  Expenditure  during 

1942  amounted  to  £936  :  3  :  8  making  a  total  deficit  on  the 

year  of  £1,426  :  8  :  5. 

• 

The  Bank  overdraft  at  the  31st  December  was 
£5,144  :  6  :  5  and  outstanding  accounts  amounted  to 
£992  :  14  :  3. 

It  is  with  deep  regret  that  your  Committee  announce 
the  death  last  May  of  Sir  Thomas  Oliver.  Sir  Thomas  had 
been  connected  with  the  Hospital  for  over  fifty  years  and 
for  a  great  number  of  those  years  he  had  been  Chairman  of 
the  Committee  of  Management. 

On  the  invitation  of  the  Committee  of  Management, 
Lord  Eustace  Percy  consented  to  become  Chairman  in  the 
place  of  Sir  Thomas  Oliver. 

Mention  was  made  in  the  last  Annual  Report  that 
negotiations  were  being  carried  on  regarding  letting  part 
of  the  Jubilee  Road  premises  to  the  National  Fire  Services. 
Agreement  was  reached  early  in  the  year  and  the  National 
Fire  Services  took  possession  of  the  premises  in  March, 
the  annual  payment  being  £160. 
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Your  Committee  announce  with  much  regret  the  death 
early  in  the  year  of  Mrs.  J.  T.  Thompson.  Mrs.  Thompson 
had  been  a  Member  of  the  Committee  since  1934  and  was 
always  a  most  generous  supporter  of  the  Hospital.  Her 
loss  will  be  greatly  felt  by  all  who  knew  her. 

Application  was  made  to  the  British  Hospitals 
Association  for  State  Grant  towards  increased  Nursing 
salaries.  Three  grants  amounting  to  a  total  of  £87  :  3  :  4 
have  been  received  so  far  for  1942. 

Your  Committee  again  gave  a  donation  of  ten  guineas 
to  the  Newcastle  Blood  Transfusion  Services. 

A  legacy  of  £150  was  received  from  the  estate  of  the 
late  Mrs.  Eliza  Wight  of  Morpeth,  and  one  of  £500  from  the 
estate  of  the  late  Mrs.  E.  A.  Clark,  who  was  a  Life  Governor 
of  the  Hospital.  Both  these  legacies  were  paid  to  the 
Hospital  Furnishing  Account  at  the  Bank. 

In  March  the  Finance  Committee  found  it  necessary 
to  recommend  that  the  sum  of  £902  :  10  :  11  be  transferred 
from  the  Hospital  Furnishing  Account  to  the  General  Account 
at  the’  Bank  in  order  that  the  increasing  overdraft  might 
be  reduced. 

This  amount  represents  the  balance  of  previous 
transfers  of  General  Fund  Surpluses  for  past  years. 

On  the  request  of  the  Chairman  of  the  Royal  Victoria 
Infirmary,  Dr.  Ranken  Lyle,  Prof.  Farquhar  Murray  and 
Mr.  Harvey  Evers  were  appointed  Representatives  of  your 
Hospital  to  meet  other  Hospital  Representatives  and  to 
consider  the  question  of  Post-War  Planning  for  Hospitals. 

The  resignation  of  Lady  Summers  Hunter  from  the 
Committee  was  accepted  with  much  regret.  The  resignation 
from  the  Committee  of  Dr.  Mason  Bolam  was  accepted  while 
he  is  on  active  service. 

Mr.  J.  A.  Houston,  formerly  Chairman  of  the  Finance 
Committee,  was  appointed  a  Vice-President  of  the  Hospital. 
The  Rev.  E.  Mitchell  was  appointed  Honorary  Chaplain  to 
the  Hospital  and  Mr.  T.  D.  Young  was  appointed  a  Member 
of  the  Finance  Committee. 

Prof.  Farquhar  Murray  was  appointed  Representative 
of  the  Hospital  on  the  Newcastle  Hospitals  Joint  Advisory 
Board. 

On  the  recommendation  of  the  Medical  Staff  your 
Committee  agreed  to  the  appointment  of  a  permanent 
Resident  Medical  Officer.  Dr.  Constance  Grey  was  appointed 
to  this  post  in  December.  The  appointment  is  tenable  for 
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one  year  in  the  first  instance  and  renewable  annually  for  a 
maximum  period  of  three  years. 

Application  was  made  to  certain  of  the  Local 
Volunteer  Car  Pools  for  use  of  a  car  for  the  Hospital  in  case 
of  emergency.  The  applications  made  have  been  granted 
and  your  Committee  thank  the  Pools  in  question  very 

much  indeed.

41  Nurses  and  74  Students  received  training  during 
the  year  and  the  following  Nurses  were  awarded  prizes 
under  the  Heath  Bequest,  Nurses  D.  McGeorge,  M.  L. 
Jackson,  D.  Newman,  W.  I.  Stevenson,  H.  Mullaney, 
and  A.  Lennon. 

King’s  College  informed  your  Committee  in  November 
that  it  had  been  decided  that  one  week  of  the  four  weeks 
residence  of  Students  should  be  spent  at  the  Newcastle 
General  Hospital. 

A  visit  was  paid  to  the  Hospital  on  Christmas  morning 
by  the  Lord  Mayor,  the  Lady  Mayoress,  the  Sheriff  and 
Lady  Sheriff,  a  tour  of  the  wards  was  made  and  their  visit 
was  much  appreciated  by  all. 

Overcrowding  of  the  wards  caused  considerable  anxiety 
throughout  the  year.  Meetings  were  held  with  represent¬ 
atives  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  and  Newcastle  Maternity  and 
Child  Welfare  Committee  and  it  became  evident  that  the 
Hospital  premises  must  be  extended. 

The  Northern  Counties  Orphanage  Committee  were 
asked  if  they  would  be  willing  to  extend  the  Hospitals’ 
tenancy,  to  the  rest  of  the  Orphanage,  but  they  were  not 
prepared  to  do  so.  After  protracted  negotiations,  agree¬ 
ment  was  reached  at  the  end  of  the  year,  by  which  the 
Orphanage  would  allow  your  Hospital  to  rent  certain  rooms 
in  the  Boy’s  section.  A  new  agreement  has  been  concluded 
fixing  the  annual  rent  of  the  whole  of  the  premises  leased  to 
the  Hospital  at  £1,240  in  place  of  the  previous  £1,100. 

To  make  the  new  rooms  suitable  as  a  Maternity 
Hospital  will  require  considerable  alterations,  plans  have 
been  drawn  up  and  passed  by  your  Committee  and  the  cost 
of  the  alterations  and  new  equipment  is  estimated  to  be 
about  .£3,000. 

In  order  to  accommodate  the  increased  staff  necessary 
for  the  future  new  wards,  your  Committee  have  rented 
furnished,  No.  34  Eslington  Terrace  as  a  Sister’s  Home  at 
a  rent  of  three  guineas  a  week. 
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The  Annual  Birthday  Reception  was  held  on  the 
25th  November  and  the  Ladies’  Committee  are  to  be  con¬ 
gratulated  on  the  result,  £86  :  14  :  6  in  money  and  goods 
received  to  the  value  of  about  £16.  Your  Committee  express 
their  grateful  thanks  to  the  Ladies’  Committee  for  all  they 
have  done  for  the-  Hospital  during  the .  year. 

Grateful  thanks  are  accorded  to  the  Employees  of 
Messrs.  Vickers-Armstrongs  Ltd.  for  again  giving  a  special 
donation  of  £60. 

Your  Committee  sincerely  thank  Mrs.  P.  Langford 
(Chairman)  and  all  the  members  of  the  Sewing  Guild  for 
their  continued  work  during  the  year.  Special  thanks  are 
given  to  Mrs.  Ruxton  (Chairman)  and  Mrs.  L.  M.  Weeks 
(Hon.  Treasurer)  of  the  Linen  Guild  for  having  collected  the 
sum  of  £50  for  the  purchase  of  linen. 

Your  Committee  also  convey  their  warm  appreciation 
to  the  Matron,  Miss  Tannahill,  Miss  Tweddle,  Superintendent 
of  the  Sister’s  Home,  Miss  Barkman,  Superintendent  of  the 
Nurses’  Home,  the  Honorary  Staff  and  the  Nursing, 
Administrative  and  Domestic  Staff. 

Finally  to  all  subscribers,  donors  and  all,  who  have 
helped  the  Hospital  during  the  year,  your  Committee  give 
their  grateful  thanks  and  earnestly  ask  for  the  continuation 
of  the  support  through  the  difficult  times  ahead.

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ANNUAL  COURT  OF  GOVERNORS 

26th  MAY,  1943 


The  Annual  Court  of  Governors  of  the  Princess  Mary 
Maternity  Hospital  was  held  at  the  Northern  Counties  Orphanage 
at  3.0  p.m.  on  Wednesday,  the  26th  May,  1943. 

The  Dowager  Viscountess  Allendale  presided  and  there 
were  also  present  Lord  Eustace  Percy,  Dr.  R.  P.  Ranken  Lyle, 
Mrs.  Ranken  Lyle,  The  Rev.  E.  Mitchell,  Mrs.  Smith,  Miss  E. 
Smith,  Miss  M.  M.  Smith,  Miss  Tweddle,  Councillor  Mrs.  A.  R. 
Heppell,  Miss  Oliver,  Prof.  E.  Farquhar  Murray,  Mr.  Harvey  Evers, 
Dr.  W.  Hunter,  Sister  Foster,  Sister  Smith,  Sister  Behrman, 
Sister  Doberman,  Miss  Tannahill,  Matron  and  Mr.  R.  S.  Johnson, 
House  Governor. 

The  notice  convening  the  meeting  was  taken  as  read. 

Regrets  for  not  being  present  were  recorded  from  Prof. 
Nattrass,  Prof.  Spence,  Mrs.  Ruxton,  Prof.  Bradlaw,  Mrs.  A.  E. 
Morgan,  Dr.  Charles  and  Mrs.  Webster. 

The  Minutes  of  the  Court  of  Governors  held  on  the  7th  May, 
1942,  were  taken  as  read  and  signed  by  the  President. 

The  report  of  the  Committee  of  Management  for  the  year 
ended  the  31st  December,  1942  was  read  by  the  House  Governor. 

The  report  of  the  Honorary  Obstetric  Physicians  and  the 
audited  accounts  for  1942  were  taken  as  read. 

In  moving  the  adoption  of  the  reports  and  audited  accounts 
the  Dowager  Viscountess  Allendale  said:  “Before  moving  the 
adoption  of  the  reports  I  should  like  to  start  my  remarks  by  saying 
that  since  the  last  annual  meeting  the  Hospital  has  suffered  a 
great  loss  by  the  death  of  Sir  Thomas  Oliver.  Sir  Thomas  had 
been  connected  with  the  Hospital  for  about  fifty  years,  and  as 
well  as  being  Chairman  of  the  Committee  of  Management  he  was 
an  Honorary  Consulting  Physician  and  up  to  the  commencement 
of  the  war  regularly  visited  the  Hospital  in  Jubilee  Road. 

“After  his  serious  operation  in  1940,  Sir  Thomas,  though 
unable  to  take  an  active  part  in  the  working  of  the  Hospital, 
made  every  endeavour  to  attend  committee  meetings,  and  I  feel 
we  have  lost  a  friend,  who  had  the  welfare  of  the  Hospital  greatly 
at  heart. 
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"We  are  grateful  to  Lord  Eustace  Percy  for  consenting  to 
become  Chairman  of  the  Management  Committee.  In  the  difficult 
times  ahead  I  feel  sure  the  committee  made  a  wise  decision  in 
asking  Lord  Eustace  to  become  Chairman. 

‘‘You  have  heard  in  the  report  that  the  sum  of  £902  was 
transferred  from  the  Furnishing  Account  to  the  General  Account 
to  reduce  the  overdraft.  This  had  to  be  done  and.it  speaks  well 
for  the  past  administration  that  there  was  such  a  fund,  which 
could  be  drawn  on  in  emergency.  ♦ 

“In  spite  of  this  and  all  possible  care  the  overdraft  at  the 
end  of  the  year  had  risen  to  over  £5,000,  and  I  would  like  to  ask 
all  interested  in  the  Hospital  to  send  something  towards  the 
appeal,  which  the  Committee  have  found  necessary  to  make. 

“I  must  congratulate  the  Ladies’  Committee  on  another 
successful  Birthday  Reception  last  November.  Since  the  first 
reception  in  1929  I  understand  the  Ladies’  Committee  have  raised 
money  and  goods  to  the  value  of  about  £1,500,  which  is  very 
gratifying. 

“I  also  would  like  to  pay  a  warm  tribute  to  the  Matron  and 
Nursing  Staff  of  the  Hospital  for  the  efficient  way  in  which  they 
have  managed  its  affairs  during  these  difficult  times,  their  work 
is  greatly  appreciated. 

“Finally,  I  would  like  to  stress  the  great  need  for  new 
subscribers  to  the  Hospital.  Not  many  big  money  raising  efforts 
are  possible  nowadays,  and  the  Hospital  has  to  rely  on  sub¬ 
scriptions  as  one  of  its  main  sources  of  income. 

“It  would  be  a  satisfaction  to  hear  at  the  next  annual  meeting 
that  the  subscription  list  has  been  greatly  increased. 

“I  do  not  think  there  is  anything  more  to  say  except  to 
ask  Lord  Eustace  Percy  to  second  the  adoption  of  the  reports 
and  audited  accounts  for  1942.” 

Lord  Eustace  Percy  seconded  the  adoption  of  the  reports 
and  audited  accounts,  and  said  :  “There  are  just  one  or  two  things 
I  would  like  to  say.  In  the  first  place  you  will  see  from  the  annual 
report  that  our  number  of  cases  during  the  year — in-patients — 
totalled  2,364,  which  is  only  slightly  below  what  it  was  pre-war. 

“That  is  not  the  assumption  on  which  the  Hospital  entered 
its  temporary  premises  after  the  outbreak  of  war.  With  the 
creation  of  Emergency  Hospitals  it  was  thought  we  would  have 
to  deal,  in  Newcastle,  with  a  much  smaller  number  of  patients. 
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“It  has  become  more  and  more  difficult  to  obtain  home  help, 
and  numbers  have  tended  consistently  and  steadily  to  increase. 
The  consequence  has  been  overcrowding,  of  which  the  report 
speaks,  and  the  whole  staff  have  been  working  under  appallingly 
difficult  conditions,  both  medical  staff  and  even  more,  I  think, 
the  nursing  staff. 

“We  cannot  express  too  warmly  our  thanks  to  the  staff, 
especially  to  Matron  and  the  nurses,  for  the  work  that  they  have 
done  and  the  extraordinary 'success  of  their  work. 

“There  are  two  figures  which  are  not  in  the  report  which 
I  may  give  you.  One  is  that  during  the  year  1942  deliveries  in 
Hospital  were  only  200  less  than  what  was  I  think  the  peak 
figure  in  1937,  and  in  the  current  year  I  think  it  should  equal 
the  pre-war  figure  of  deliveries. 

“In  spite  of  this  volume  of  work  and  overcrowding  and  the 

bad  conditions  with  which  we  have  to  cope  maternal  mortality 

in  1942  has  been  the  lowest  ever  recorded  at  the  Hospital. 

• 

“While  all  of  us  feel  rather  inclined  to  be  apologetic  some¬ 
times  about  the  conditions  in  which  the  Princess  Mary  Maternity 
Hospital  is  carried  on  during  the  war  I  think  we  have  the  right 
to  say,  after  all  the  thanks  to  the  staff,  we  need  not  be  apologetic 
in  face  of  the  last  figure. 

“Our  appeal  has  hitherto,  I  think,  taken  the  form  of  personal 
letters  written  to  people,  who,  we  hope  will  give  permission  for 
subscriptions,  but  I  do  think  the  time  has  come— if  the  Press  will 
be  kind  enough  to  help — when  we  ought  to  explain  publicly  the 
full  difficulty  about  the  position. 

“Before  the  war  we  were  able  to  pay  our  way.  Since  the 
war,  with  the  extra  expenses  of  these  emergency  premises  and 
the  extra  ward  expenditure  which  has  fallen  upon  us  we  have 
been  working  with  an  annual  deficiency  of  £2,000  a  year,  with 
the  result  that  we  have  an  overdraft  of  over  £5,000. 

“Now  we  are,  I  think,  going  to  get  access  to  more 
accommodation  on  the  other  side  of  the  Orphanage.  That  will 
mean  very  heavy  expense  in  adaptation  and  in  some  cases 
reconstruction,  and  we  do  appeal  to  the  public  for  the  utmost 
help  that  they  can  possibly  give  us. 

“I  don’t  think  it  is  wrong  to  say  that  the  public,  not  only 
in  Newcastle  of  course  but  in  the  counties  of  Northumberland 
and  Durham  do  owe  a  great  deal  to  this  Hospital.  Especially  they 
owe  a  great  deal  to  its  staff  in  the  way  that  they  have  carried 
on  during  the  war  and  have  met  the  emergency  with  the  success 
they  have  met  it. 
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“I  do  hope  if  only  in  recognition  of  the  work  of  this  staff 
that  this  Hospital  which  has  never  had  a  large  income  from 
private  subscriptions,  which  has  a  much  smaller  income  from 
private  subscriptions  than  most  voluntary  hospitals,  certainly 
much  smaller  than  the  great  teaching  hospitals,  will  in  future 
be  able  to  count  on  a  large  measure  of  assistance.” 

Mr.  Harvey  Evers,  supporting,  said:  “I  cannot,  naturally, 
without  being  technical,  amplify  what  Lord  Eustace  has  said, 
but  I  can  very  strongly  support  his  submission  that  the  work  of 
the  Hospital,  in  spite  of  all  difficulties,  has  kept  up  a  remarkably 
high  standard. 

“.The  conditions  under  which  the  nursing  staff  particularly 
have  had  to  work  are  far  from  ideal,  but  I  feel  very  gratified  that 
Lord  Eustace  has  indicated  that  in  spite  of  all  that,  the  general 
public  do  owe  a  large  debt  of  gratitude  to  the  Hospital  for  stepping 
into  the  breech  at  a  time  when  otherwise  it  could  not  be  possibly 
be  carried  on  by  the  Hospital. 

“One  hopes  very  sincerely  on  the  more  material  side  that  we 
may  be  helped  out  of  our  present  financial  position.” 

In  moving  that  after  the  words  “Gateshead  Borough 
Council”  in  Rule  9  the  words  “two  representatives  of  the 
Northumberland  County  Council,  two  representatives  of  the 
Durham  County  Council”  be  inserted  Lord  Eustace  Percy  said  that 
this  was  a  proposal  to  invite  Northumberland  and  Durham  County 
Councils  to  appoint  representatives  on  the  Committee  of  Manage¬ 
ment  as  Newcastle  and  Gateshead  already  did.  The  number  of 
patients  from  Durham  County  was  the  largest  from  any  local 
area,  he  said,  and  the  number  from  Northumberland  was  also 
very  large.  He  thought,  therefore,  that  we  ought  to  have 
representatives  from  these  local  authorities  as  well  as  the  two 
borough  authorities  who  already  sent  representatives. 

Dr.  Ranken  Lyle  seconded  the  proposal,  which  was  carried. 

Councillor  Mrs.  Heppell  proposed  the  re-election  of  the 
President,  Vice-Presidents  and  the  following  Elective  Members 
of  the  Committee  of  Management.  This  was  seconded  by  Dr. 
Hunter  and  carried.

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In  moving  a  vote  of  thanks  to  the  President,  the  Rev.  E. 
Mitchell  said  :  “This  is  my  first  year  at  this  general  meeting, 
and  I  rise  simply  to  thank  you  very  much  indeed  on  behalf  of  all 
the  members  of  this  institution  for  so  splendidly  coming  here  this 
afternoon,  because  I  think  we  appreciate  your  difficulties,  and 
our  biggest  regret  is  that  we  don’t  see  you  often  enough. 

“We  know  that  is  impossible,  but  it  is  nice  to  think  that 
we  have  the  name  of  Allendale  and  the  name  of  Northumberland 
so  closely  associated  with  this  Hospital. 

‘  ‘As  I  go  my  rounds  of  the  wards  I  find  a  lot  of  people  from 
Northumberland,  and  I  think  two  very  respected  families  in 
Northumberland  are  doing  something  for  the  people  6ver  the 
Border. 

“We  are  deeply  grateful  to  you  for  your  presence  this 
afternoon,  and  we  hope  you  will  be  spared  many  years  to  come  to 
preside  over  these  meetings.” 

In  seconding,  Dr.  Ranken  Lyle,  said  :  “I  think  it  is  extremely 
good  of  Lady  Allendale  to  come  to  these  meetings.  Not  only  is 
there  the  difficulty  of  transport,  but  if  I  dare  say  so  Her  Ladyship 
is  not  so  very  young  to  be  able  to  come  and  consequently  we  thank 
her  very  much  indeed  for  coming  here  to-day.” 

Replying,  Lady  Allendale  said  she  only  hoped  that  she  could 
visit  the  Hospital  more  often.  She  considered  it  a  great  honour 
to  be  President,  although  she  thought  that  the  position  ought 
to  be  held  by  someone  younger. 

She  looked  upon  herself  as  being  more  or  less  of  a  stop-gap, 
and  that  older  people  ought  now  to  take  the  place  of  young  people 
who  were  doing  war  work.  If  after  the  war  they  felt  that  they 
would  like  a  younger  President  she  would  be  only  too  willing  to 
stand  down. 

She  recalled  that  she  had  been  associated  with  the  Princess 
Mary  Maternity  Hospital  for  about  forty  years,  and  hoped  that 
they  would  realise  that  it  was  rather  difficult  for  her  to  come  very 
often  and  not  so  often  as  she  would  like  to  do.

Under  present  conditions  the  work  is  given  out  on  the  first 
Tuesday  of  every  month  at  Abbotsford  Terrace,  by  the  kindness 
of  Miss  Tweddle,  when  new  members  are  heartily  welcomed. 

In  addition,  the  Guild  is  most  grateful  to  Mrs.  Langford 
and  her  helpers  for  supplying  more  than  200  garments. 

The  financial  position  still  remains  sound,  thanks  mainly 
to  a  very  successful  “Bring-and-Buy”  tea,  which  realised  the 
handsome  sum  of  £34  :  9  :  2. 

We  have  also  received  a  donation  of  £15  from  Miss  Potts, 
the  result  of  a  successful  Matinee,  and  a  donation  of  £5  from 
Mrs.  Langley,  which  your  Committee  have  thankfully  acknow¬ 
ledged,  also  £2:5:8  from  Mrs.  Hall,  the  result  of  a  Whist  Drive.

RULES 


(REVISED  193  2) 


1.- — This  Institution  (hereinafter  referred  to  as  "The 
Hospital  ”)  shall  be  known  as  “  The  Princess  Mary  Matern¬ 
ity  Hospital,  Newcastle  upon  Tyne." 

2. — The  objects  of  the  Hospital  are  to  provide  the  necessary- 
care  and  attendance  in  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare  cases, 
the  training  of  Medical  Students  and  Midwives  and  anything 
incidental  thereto. 

3.  — Subscribers  of  two  guineas  or  more  per  annum  shall 
be  Governors  during  the  continuance  of  their  subscriptions. 
Donors  of  twenty-five  guineas  or  more  at  one  time  shall  be 
Governors  for  life.  Any  person  making  a  collection  of  ^250 
or  upwards  shall  become  a  Governor  for  life.  Any  person 
bequeathing  a  Legacy  of  ^250  or  upwards  may,  by  will,  nominate 
a  Life  Governor,  or  if  no  such  nomination  be  made  the  executor 
or  executors  of  such  person  may  appoint  a  Life  Governor. 
The  Honorary  Consulting  Medical  Officers  and  the  Honorary 
Obstetric  Physicians  of  the  Hospital  shall  be  ex-officio  Governors. 

4.  — Each  annual  subscription  shall  become  due  on  the  1st 
of  January  in  advance,  and  each  subscriber  shall  be  considered 
as  agreeing  to  continue  his  subscription  unless  he  has  given 
notice  to  the  contrary  in  writing  to  the  Treasurer  or  Secretary 
of  the  Hospital,  before  the  31st  of  January. 

5.  — A  General  Court  of  Governors  shall  be  held  annually 
to  receive  the  reports  of  the  Committee  of  Management,  and 
of  the  Medical  Staff,  also  the  audited  Accounts  for  the  past 
year  ;  to  elect  the  Officers  for  the  ensuing  year  ;  to  elect  18 
Governors  on  the  Committee  of  Management  ;  and  generally 
to  transact  the  business  of  the  Hospital.  Seven  clear  days’ 
notice  of  an  annual  court  shall  be  sent  by  post  to  each  Governor. 

6. - — A  Special  Court  of  Governors  shall  be  summoned  at 
any  time  by  the  Honorary  Secretary,  when  required  by  the 
Committee  of  Management,  or  at  the  request  of  any  six 
Governors  ;  and  the  notice  of  such  Special  Court  shall  specify 
the  business  to  be  transacted,  and  shall  be  sent  by  post  to 
each  Governor  seven  clear  days  before  the  Court. 

7.  — All  questions  at  Annual  and  Special  Courts  shall  be 
decided  by  a  majority  of  the  votes  of  the  Governors,  present 
in  person,  and  each  Governor  shall  have  one  vote,  and  in  case 
of  equality  of  votes,  the  Chairman  shall  have  a  casting  vote. 
A  Governor  shall  not  become  entitled  to  vote  until  six  months 
after  the  payment  of  his  or  her  first  subscription.  No  vote 
shall  be  cast  by  any  Governor  whose  subscription  is  more  than 
six  months  in  arrear. 

8.  — The  Officers  of  the  Hospital  shall  consist  of  a  President  ; 
two  or  more  Vice-Presidents  (one  of  whom  shall  be  the  Lord 
Mayor  of  Newcastle  upon  Tyne  for  the  time  being)  ;  an 
Honorary  Chaplain  ;  an  Honorary  Treasurer  ;  an  Honorary 
Secretary,  and  such  other  Officers  as  the  Governors  may  from 
time  to  time  choose  to  appoint.

9.  — There  shall  be  a  Committee  of  Management,  which 
shall  consist  of  the  President,  Vice-Presidents,  the  Honorary 
Consulting  Medical  Officers,  the  Honorary  Obstetric  Physicians, 
the  Honorary  Chaplain,  the  Honorary  Treasurer,  the  Honorary 
Secretary,  two  representatives  of  King’s  College,  Newcastle 
upon  Tyne,  of  whom  the  Dean  of  Medicine  (for  the  time  being) 
shall  be  one,  four  representatives  of  the  Corporation  of  Newcastle 
upon  Tyne  (elected  by  and  out  of  the  Maternity  and  Child 
Welfare  Committee  of  the  said  Corporation),  two  representatives 
of  the  Gateshead  Borough  Council,  two  representatives  of  the 
Northumberland  County  Council,  two  representatives  of  the 
Durham  County  Council,  and  eighteen  Governors  of  whom, 
not  more  than  twelve  shall  be  Ladies  (and  shall  constitute  the 
Ladies’  Committee  as  hereinafter  mentioned),  and  one  member 
representing  the  Workmen’s  Medical  Charities  Funds  which 
contribute  to  the  Hospital.  Five  shall  form  a  quorum. 

10. —  Any  one  of  the  18  Governors  who  is  absent  from  all 
meetings  of  the  Hospital  for  one  calendar  year,  shall  thereby 
cease  to  be  a  Member  of  the  Committee  of  Management,  but 
will  be  eligible  for  re-election  at  the  next  Annual  Court. 

11.  — The  Committee  of  Management  which  shall  have  full 
executive  control  of  the  Hospital,  shall  meet  monthly  on  a  date 
and  time  to  be  agreed  upon  by  them,  and  at  their  first  meeting 
after  the  Annual  Court  in  each  year,  shall  appoint  a  Chairman 
and  a  Vice-Chairman  for  the  ensuing  year  :  they  shall  also 
appoint  at  that  meeting  six  members  of  the  Committee  of 
Management,  including  the  Chairman  of  the  Ladies’  Committee, 
to  act  as  a  Finance  Committee  for  the  ensuing  year. 

12. — The  Ladies’  Committee  shall,  subject  to  the  control  of 
the  Committee  of  Management,  have  the  direction  of  all  the 
household  arrangements.  They  shall  appoint  one  of  their 
number  to  act  as  Chairman  ;  shall  meet  at  such  times  as  may 
be  necessary,  and  keep  minutes  of  their  meetings  for  submission 
to  the  Committee  of  Management. 

13.  — The  Finance  Committee  shall  meet  monthly  and  at 
their  first  meeting  after  appointment  each  year,  shall  elect  a 
Chairman.  They  shall  have  presented  to  them  by  the  Treasurer 
each  month  a  statement  of  the  finances  of  the  Hospital,  and 
shall  examine  all  accounts  for  payment  prior  to  submission  to  the 
Committee  of  Management  whose  authority  must  be  obtained 
before  payment  is  made.  They  shall  also  receive  the  annual 
statement  of  accounts  of  the  Sewing  Guild  and  of  the  Linen 
Guild. 

14.  — -Vacancies  in  any  of  the  Offices  of  the  Hospital  may 
be  filled  by  the  Committee  of  Management  and  shall  be  con¬ 
firmed  at  the  Annual  or  a  Special  Court  of  Governors. 

15.  — The  Honorary  Treasurer  shall  receive  all  sums  of 
money  paid  for  the  use  of  the  Hospital,  he  shall  make  all 
disbursements  sanctioned  by  the  Committee  of  Management 
and  shall  furnish  a  statement  of  accounts  to  the  Committee  of 
Management  as  soon  as  possible  after  the  31st  of  December 
in  each  year  and  at  such  other  times  as  the  Committee  shall 
require. 

16.  — The  Honorary  Secretary  shall  summon  all  meetings 
of  the  Governors  and  the  Committee  of  Management  and  shall 
cause  their  proceedings  to  be  entered  in  proper  minute  books. 
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17.  — A  Report  shall  be  presented  by  the  Committee  of 
Management  to  the  Annual  Court  of  Governors,  and  shall  contain 
a  list  of  the  Governors  and  subscribers  with  their  donations  and 
subscriptions,  a  list  of  any  vacancies  in  the  offices  of  the 
Hospital,  and  the  names  of  any  persons  nominated  to  fill  the 
same  ;  an  abstract  of  the  Treasurer's  accounts,  and  a  return 
of  the  patients  treated. 

18.  — The  Committee  of  Management  shall  have  power, 
from  time  to  time,  to  make  By-Laws  for  the  regulation  of 
the  Hospital  so  long  as  they  are  not  inconsistent  with  the 
rules  for  the  time  being. 

19.  — The  academic  control  of  the  Hospital  shall  be 
vested  in  the  University  of  Durham  College  of  Medicine, 
in  so  far  as  it  relates  to  the  medical  training  of  students  of  the 
College  and  scientific  research. 

20.  — The  Committee  of  Management  shall  have  power  by 
resolution  to  nominate  a  Trustee  or  Trustees  in  whose  name 
or  under  whose  control  the  funds  and  investments  belonging 
to  or  held  in  trust  for  the  Hospital  shall  be  vested,  and  may 
nominate  a  Bank  or  other  Corporation  to  be  such  Trustee, 
and  any  Bank  or  Corporation  so  nominated  shall  be  responsible 
only  for  the  safe  custody  of  the  investments  entrusted  to  and 
accepted  by  it,  and  shall  deal  with  the  capital  and  income  of 
such  investments  in  such  manner  as  the  Committee  of  Manage¬ 
ment  may  by  resolution  from  time  to  time  direct.  And  any  such 
Bank  or  Corporation  so  nominated  shall  not  be  in  any  way 
responsible  for  the  application  ol  the  Capital  or  income  of  such 
investments,  or  be  held  liable  for  any  loss  arising  during  the 
period  for  which  they  are  held,  notwithstanding  that  they  may 
not  be  authorised  trustee  investments. 

21.  — Every  candidate  for  any  medical  appointment  shall 
be  a  duly  qualified  registered  medical  practitioner. 

22.  — The  Honorary  Medical  Officers  shall  consist  of  : — 

(a)  The  Honorary  Obstetric  Officers  namely,  three 

Obstetric  Physicians,  three  Assistant  Obstetric 
Physicians  and  one  Obstetric  Registrar. 

(b)  One  Pathologist  and  one  Bacteriologist. 

(c)  One  Physician,  one  Surgeon,  one  Ophthalmologist, 

one  Pediatric  Physician,  one  Assistant  Pediatric 
Physician,  one  Maternity  and  Child  Welfare 
Physician,  and  one  Dental  Surgeon. 

23.  — All  the  Honorary  Medical  Officers  of  the  Hospital  shall 
be  appointed  by  the  Council  of  the  College  of  Medicine. 


24.  — The  Committee  of  Management  may  appoint  such 
Honorary  Medical  Officers  as  attain  the  age  of  60  years  to  be 
Honorary  Consulting  Medical  Officers  of  the  Hospital. 

25.  — None  of  these  Rules  shall  be  altered  or  repealed  save 
at  an  Annual  or  Special  Court  of  Governors  called  by  proper 
notice,  which  shall  clearly  indicate  the  alterations  to  be  made.
